Studies in Slow Motion 


It is difficult to foretell which will prove 
to be the slowest acting—the regulatory 
agencies in passing on the business before 
them, or congressional investigators 
and 
the General Accounting Office in probing 
the agencies* slowness. 
“ Regulatory lag" has been singled out 
by many interested parties for criticism. 
Much of the industry of the nation, as well 
as network communications, corporate ac­ 
tions and financial transactions, is direct­ 
ly or indirectly controlled by one or more 
of the powerful regulatory agencies. 
Bv long odds the most powerful is the 
Interstate Comm erce Commission, which 
rules on problems incidental to interstate 
shipping and com merce Industries regul­ 
ated by this agency, senators and repre­ 
sentatives and ex-members of the com m is­ 
sion have been critical of the time lapse 
between issuance of a complaint and final 
disposition of the case. 
Sen. Warren Magnuson, chairm an of the 
Senate Interstate Comm erce Committee, 
has announced plans for his committee to 
join the General Accounting Office in a 
study of the efficiency, or lack of it. of the 
ICC. the Civil Aeronautics Board. F e d e r­ 
al Communications Commission. Federal 
Power Commission. Federal Trade Com­ 
mission and Federal Maritime Commis­ 
sion. 
Other agencies not under the Senate 
committee's immediate purview undoubt­ 
edly will be influenced by the outcome of 
the 
investigation 
Preliminary 
studies 
have shown that the FFC has a two year 
backlog of cases involving price discrim­ 
ination and false advertising and a three 
year backlog in cases of proposed natural 
gas rates. 
The Securities and Exchange Commis­ 
sion averages 40 days to process the regis­ 
tration of a new stock issue, whereas Con­ 
gress anticipated no more than a 20 - day 
delay when it passed the Securities Act of 
1933*

An important m erger request between 
the Erie and Lackawanna railroads has i 
been pending before the IGC since July of 
last year.

GAO. Before anv of this can come to pass, 
though, the GAO is waiting for the Budget 
Bureau to complete its study of the agen­ 
cies. 
There would appear to be more than one 
segment of government in need of modern­ 
ization It takes time to investigate an ap­ 
paratus as important and w'ide-ranging 
as the regulatory arm s of government, but 
the same arguement applied bx the regu­ 
lators to the petitioners appearing before 
them carries little weight with an impat­ 
ient Congress.

The total stockpile held by 
the United Slates government of all 
commodities amounts to over $15,-
